Shri P. V. G. Raju : There is a Standing Committee 
of the three Vice-Chancellors who constantly meet and 
they are in touch with one another. Apart from the three 
Yice-Chancellors in our own State, there is the Inter-Uni. 
■yersity Board and certain standard are maintained by the 
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Vice-Chancellors with reference to the requirements of 
the State and also the Inter-Untversity Board keeps a 
watch upon the basic standards throughout the whole 
country. That position is not in any way altered in the 
light of this particular question. The question pertains 
to the percentage of passes within each University area. 
It is not necessarily that the passes vary because there is 
a difference in the standards of text books prescribed as 
one hon. Member has pointed out. There may be so 
many other reasons also. For instance, the way in which 
the examinations are conducted, the way in which the ex- 
minalion papers are valued and then there is the Modera- 
tion Board. Each University has a separate academic 
council and Syndicate and the Universities set their own 
standards regarding the academic council^ regarding 
passes and so on. This is such a wide question that I do 
not think we can pin the responsibility for low passes in 
Venkateswara University or to any one particular factor.

Statement ofDr, M.N. Lakshminarasiah, Minister 
for Industries, on the Demands for grants 
for the Major^ Medium and Small 
Scale Industries, 1963-64. 

/ GENERAL 

I rise to move that the hon. Members be pleased to vote 
Demand for Grant of Rs. 1,72,48,100 under "Industries" 
and Rs. 3,66,57,700 under "Capital Outlay on Industrial 
Development". I am sure the hon. Members will agree 
with me when I state that the Demand for Grants for the 
entire Industries sector which I have proposed are very 
meagre and inadequate, considering the importance this 
House attaches to the need for rapid industrialisation of 
our State. I am, however, sure that the hon. Members 
will appreciate that the meagreness of funds placed at our 
disposal for industrial development of the State could 
hardly be helped, particularly in view of the present 
National Emergency in our coimtry. Before I give an 
account in some detail about the manner in which we 
proposed to utilise these amounts, I should like particularly 
to emphasise the basic policy underlying the programme 
of Industries Department during 1963-64. I may assure 
this House that the Government is as anxious as the hon. 
Mejjabers in the House for the accelerated industrialisatioij 
of oin 3tate and we are determined to leave no stone 
unturned to attain that objective. 

I should, however, Jike to admit at this stage that iji 
spite of our best efforts during the Jast year the industrial 
progress of the State was not quite up to our expectations 
especially owing to the appreciable reduction in the Plan 
provision for Industries necessitated by the present 
National Emergency, We are, however, determined dur- 
ing the year 1963-64 to take more elGfective steps in spit^ 
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of the limited resources at our disposal to promote rapid 
industrialisation in the State. Hon. Members will be 
happy to learn that we have already taken various concrete 
steps in this direction. 

The House is aware of the two major Central Projects 
which are being located in our State with Russian and 
Czech, collaboration, i.e., the Synthetic Drugs Project 
and the Heavy Electricals Project. The estimated outlay 
on the Synthetic Drugs Project is expected to be of the 
order, of more than Rs. 10 crores and on the Heavy 
Electricals Project for the manufacture of heavy power 
equipment of the order of more than Rs. 30 crores. The 
employment potential of these two major projects will be 
of a big magnitude and we are looking forward to the 
early completion of these two projects where work is 
briskly going on. Lately, as the House is aware there 
was a certain amount of apprehension about the fruition 
of the Heavy Electricals Project, but as the Chief Minister 
has already assured the House, all doubts have been set 
at rest after the recent visit of the Union Minister for 
Steel and Heavy Industries. 

These two Central Projects are not only expected to 
give employment to a large number of unemployed persons 
in our State but are also expected to help establishment 
of a great number of ancillary industries. Government 
is already in correspondence with the authorities of these 
two projects as to the best manner in which they can help 
promotion of these ancillary industries which are likely to 
be located at the proposed Industrial Estate at Patancheru. 
We are also exploring possibility of giving certain facilities 
to these small scale ancillary units in matters of purchases 
by the two Central Projects and it is expected that these 
industries will come up rapidly. 

Apart from these steps, tlie State Government has been 
actively considering ways and means of creating a proper 
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industrial climate in the State which, would be conducive 
to the growth of local industries, especially medium and 
small scale industries. In order to encourage local indus- 
tries more effective steps than hitherto are being taken to 
ensure that, due preferenc is given to products of local 
industries in purchases for all Government Departments, 
whether through the Central Stores Purchase Department 
or otherwise. In order to enable the local small scale 
industries to have a regular market for their products to 
sustain them, especially in initial stages of development, 
Government are considering increase in the percentage of 
price preference admissible for purchase of local products 
by Government Departments from 5 to 10 per cent. The 
Directorjof Industries and Cor&merce is also being included 
as a Member of the Stores Purchase Committee in order 
to safeguard the interests of local industries in matters of 
purchases for Government Department. 

The question of making available suitable sites to the 
new industrialists is also, actively engaging attention 
of the Government as it has been observed that the indus- 
trialists find it very difficult to search for suitable plots of 
lands for location of new industries and have very often 
to wait for a suitable site indefinitely. Government have 
already acquired a plot of more than 700 acres of land at 
Uppal and another 200 acres of land at Moula Ali is 
proposed to be made available to the prospective industri- 
alists, besides 700 acres of Government landatKukatally. 
Government are also contemplating acquisition of large 
tracts of land in every district, either by themselves or 
throught the Andhra Pradesh Industrial Development 
Corporation or the Andhra Pradesh Small Scale Industrie 
Development Corporation so as to make plots of various 
sizes readily available to the prospective industrialists. 

It is well known that our State is facing power short- 
age for the present, but I am sure that it is a passing 
phase. Even during this period I can assure this House 
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that the interests of the new industries will be adequately 
safeguarded and their growth will not be allowed to be 
impeded because of the temporary power shortage. 
Government have already taken a decision to exempt the 
scrutiny of applications of units located at the various 
Industrial Estates by the Priority Committee for power 
connections and it should go a long way to encourage the 
prospective industriaUsts to locate their units at the various 
Industrial Estates. As and when power position eases, 
we propose to extend similar facility to medium and small 
scale industries located outside the Industrial Estates also-. 

As regards concessions in rates of power supply, 
Government are also examining how best the existing 
orders for giving concessions to the large scale consumers 
of power can be applied to the medium and small scale 
industries also. Necessary steps are also being taken by 
the Government to ensure adequate water supply to the 
various industries and the big projects like Manjira Water 
Supply Scheme and the Kinnerasani Project, etc., are in 
progress. Government are also actively examining the 
possibility of giving further incentives to the new industries 
by way of concessions in the incidence of Sales Tax, etc. 

Government have also recently constituted a Com- 
mittee to examine the possibility of suitably revising the 
present levy of Re. 1 as gallonage fee on a gallon of indus- 
trial alcohol as it is reported to be adversely aflfecting the 
growth of alcohol-based industries. 

The House is probably aware of the existence of three 
Corporations, viz., 

(1) The Andhra Pradesh Industrial Development 
Corporation, Ltd., 

(2) The Andhra Pradesh Small Scale Industrial 
Development Corporation, Ltd. 
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(3) The Andhra Pradesh Mining Corporation, Ltd, 
which have been constituted by the Government to create 
proper industrial climate in the State and also to promote 
establishment of new industries, if necessary in collabora- 
tion with private parties. From an account of the activi- 
ties of these three Corporations as given in this Statement, 
you will observe that they are doing an admirable job and 
they are expected to play in future even a more important 
role than before in the task of rapid industrialisation of 
the State. 

// LARGE AND MEDIUM INDUSTRIES 

A. ANDHRA PRADESH INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION, LIMITED 

In pursuance of its objectives, the Andhra Pradesh 
Industrial Development Corporation, Limited has taken 
up the investigation of certain selected and worthwhile 
industries for direct promoiion with financial collabora- 
tion from private sector wherever foimd necessary and 
feasible. 

The Corporation has taken on hand 10 industries as 
worthwhile industries for investigation for direct promo- 
tion and it has applied for industrial licences for seven 
of the ten industries. Out of these seven industries the 
Corporation has received from the Government of India 
a licence in respect of High Tension and Low Tension 
Insulators Project and a letter of intent in respect of Ball- 
Bearing project. Licences/Letters of intent are expected 
to be received shortly for Glass and Pig Iron Projects. 
The Corporation is negotiating for technical collaboration 
terms with firms in Czechoslovakia, Japan, Hungary in 
respect of High Tension and Low Tension Insulators, 
Ball-Beaxings and Glass projects respectively. 

The capital outlay required for these industries is about 
Rs, 500 lakhs on the basis of 25% investment in other 
industries and lOOj^investment in Pig Iron Projects 
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Of the industries proposed for direct promotion, 
special mention may be made of Pig Iron Project in Andhra 
Pradesh. This project will have a capacity of one lakh 
tons of pig iron per annum and its total capital cost is 
estimated at Rs. 7-8 crores. 

The Corporation has received 21 applications so far 
from industrial concerns for financial assistance by ways 
of—

Of these, 7 concerns have/ been sanctioned assistance, 
6 concerns by way of underwriting of the issue of shares 
and 1 in the shape of outright loan and guarantee for a 
loan to be raised from a Bank. One application has been 
rejected and 3 applications have been withdrawn by the 
applicant companies. 

In order to fulfil the double responsibility of rendering 
financial assistance , to industry and promoting selected 
and worthwhile projects, the Corporation is restricting 
itself to underwriting of new issues of shares and guaran- 
teeing deferred payments, loans, etc., instead of direct 
investment to conserve its limited resources for financing 
the projects taken up by it. 

B. GOVERNMENT COMMERCIAL 
UNDERTAKINGS 

The hon. Members would have already seen the 
separate brochure on the detailed budget estimates for the 
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year 1963-64 for the Government commercial undertakings. 
The progress registered may be briefly summarised. 

(1) Andhra Paper Mills, Rajahmundxy : 

Under the Third Five-Year plan, in order to make 
the existing unit of capacity 10 tons per day economic, 
the proposal to put up a new mill with an additional 
capacity of 60 tons per day was sanctioned. The revised 
total capital expenditure on the new mill is expected to 
be of the order of Rs. 7 crores. During the current year. 
Government have decided the site on which new mill 
should be located. Construction of buildings is being 
taken up immediately. Foreign machinery worth about 
Rs. 2 crores has already been received and arrangements 
have been made for their careful storage. A senior 
I.A.S. officer has been appointed as General Manager of 
the mills with the status of a Head of Department to 
ensure the expeditious implementation of the scheme. 

During the current year, the old miU produced craft 
paper and other unbleached varieties. During the year 
1961-62 the mill incurred a loss of Rs. 2-39 lakhs. Action 
is being taken to reduce the loss in 1962-63 by arranging 
for the disposal of the accumulated stocks of paper. Tt 
is expected that, with the efforts that are being made now, 
the mill show much better results during the current 
year. 

(2) Government Ceramic Factory: Gudur: 

The production during the year 1961-62 was 10*63 
lakhs pounds worth about p.s. 5*79 lakhs as against 
Rs. 4*93 takhs during the preceding year. The sales were 
to a value of Rs. 8*49 lakhs" as against Rs. 7-43 lakhs 
during the preceding year. The factory earned a profit 
ofRs. 57,852. Manufacture of porcelain insulators has 
been stopped during the year 1962-63 and manufacture 
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of sanitary-ware has been increased as the latter yields 
more profit than the former. 

(3) Government Block Glass Plant, ^ Gudur: 

Manufacture of hollow-ware such as bottles, chimneys, 
etc., has been taken up. Articles worth Rs. 1-85 lakhs have 
been produced during 1961-62 and articles worth Rs. 1*13 
lakhs were sold. Machinery worth Rs. 50,000 required 
for the full implementation of the reorganised scheme of 
manufacture of hollow-ware is being procured. It is 
expected that with the full implementation of the scheme 
for reorganisation, the factory may show better results 
and earn profit by the end of 1962-64. 

(4J Sri Venkateswara Paper and Straw Boards, Tirupati: 

Several offers have been received recently for the 
purchase of this concern from private parties and these 
are under the active consideration of the Government. 

C. INDUSTRIES IN WHICH GOVERNMENT HAVE 

A MAJOR OR CONSIDERABLE SHARE 

IN THE CAPITAL 

(1^ The Singareni Collieries Company, Ltd.: 

The Singareni Collieries Company, Ltd., has a paid-up 
share capital of Rs. 300 lakhs subscribed by the Govern- 
ment of India and this Govrnement, in the ratio of 40 : 60 
respectively. On an average, the Company employs over 
21,000 labourers. The target of production of coal is 
further increased, at the instance of the Government of 
India, from 5.66 million tonnes to 6*10 million tonnes 
during the Thitd Five-Year Plan and the estimated outlay 
to meet this increased production was accordingly revised 
from Rs. 20*32 crores to 26.82 crores. 

The State Government have succeeded in prevailing 
upon the Government of India to accept our proposal of 
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extending financial assistance in the share of equity capital 
and loans for meeting the expenditure on the increased 
production and continuance of State Government's 
majority control over this State enterprise. Government of 
India have also informed that they would not insit on the 
composition of the Board of Directors being changed and 
would accept State's stand-point that it should continue as 
at present. 

According to the agreemet arrived at between the 
Government of India and this Government in January, 1963 
at Delhi, the ratio between the equity capital and the loan 
capital, as proposed by State Government has been agreed 
to be at 1:2 The authorised capital of the Company is, 
therefore, to to be raised to Rs. 9 crores, against the present 
authorised capital of Rs. 4 crores. Out of this Rs, 5.4 
crores will be the share of this Government and Rs. 3.6 
crores will be the share of the Government of India, both 
to be invested during the Third Five- Year Plan period. In 
order to meet this Government's share in the revised share 
capital of Rs. 9 crores, the Govemmet of India have 
agreed to advance a loan of Rs. 3 crores, i.e., Rs. 1 crore 
in 1964-65 and the remaining two crores in 1965-66. This 
Government's existing loan of Rs. 54 lakhs will also be 
converted into equity share capital. 

In respect of loan assistance from Government of India 
it has been agreed that the terms and conditions prescribed 
generally from time to time for loans advanced by them 
to the Public Sector undertakings, would applpy in the case 
of loans that might be advanced by them to the Collieries^ 

(2) The Nizam Sugar Factory, Ltd : 

The Nizam Sugar Factory, Ltd., is a Government 
company with a paid-up capital of Rs. 146 lakhs and its 
reserves and surpluses amount to Rs. 130 lakhs. Govern- 
ment hold about 75% of the paid-up capital of the 
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Company, The Government have a clear majority in the 
Boards of Directors of the Company and the Chairman and 
the Managing Director are Government officials. 

The company has crushing capacity of 4,200 tons of 
sugarcane per day During the year 1960-61 the company 
earned a net profit of Rs. 43*77 lakhs and declared a divi- 
dend of 23%. The accounts for the year 1961^62 have 
not yet been finalised by the company as their financial 
year has been changed from October to September. 

The company without raising fresh capital has met all 
the capital expenditure of its expansion scheme from its 
own resources as well as other capital works to the tune of 
about a crore of rupees. Althou^ the realisation from the 
sale of sugar has been reduced on accoxmt of steep fall in 
the selling price of sugar throughout the country during 
the year 1961-62, the present upward trend in the selling 
price and the export possibilities are expected to help in 
the liquidation of the huge sugar stocks and in improving 
the financial results of the company in the coming year. 

(3; The AzamJahi Mills, Ltd: 

The investment of the Government in the Azam Jahi 
Mills, Ltd., is to the extent of 36*6% in a paid-up share 
capital of Rs. 72 lakhs. The company is directly managed 
by the Board of Directors consisting of majority of the 
Government nominees including the Chairman and the 
Managing Director. Thus the Government have full 
control in the working of the company. 

The company has an expansion scheme to increase its 
spindleage by 6,000 at an estimated cost of Rs. 20 lakhs. 

The company, Like several other textile mills in the 
country is facing some difficulties mainly on account of 
uncertainty in the cotton market, 
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(4) The Hyderabad Allwyn Metal Works, Ltd : 

The investment of this Government is to the extent of 
49-57% in the paid-up share capital of Rs. 49.59 lakhs 
of the Hyderabad Alwyn Metal Works, Ltd. The Hyder- 
abad Agencies (Private) Ltd., have been appointed as the 
Managing Agents of the company for a period of 5 years 
in the first instance from 1960. During the year 1961-62, 
the Company declared a dividend pf 10% after wiping off 
the accumulated losses. 

(5) The Hyderabad Chemicals and Fertilisers^ Ltd : 

The Government have invested Rs. 12.85 lakhs in the 
total subscribed capital of Rs. 25-62 lakhs in the Hyder- 
abad Chemicals and Fertilisers, Ltd., i.e., 50.15%. The 
company is managed directly by the Board of Directors, 
which consists of majority ofthe Government's nominees 
including the Chairman and the Managing Director ofthe 
company. 

As the line of productipn of the company with its old 
machinery, etc., based on obsolete processes was not 
quite economic, an expansion programme at a cost of 
Rs. 30 lakhs was undertaken for the installation of new 
units at Maula Ali. Accordingly, the new units consis- 
ting ofthe Contact Sulphuric Acid Plant, Superphosphate 
plant were commissioned on 5th February 1963. 

The company could make only a small profit of Rs.2.950 
during the year 1961-62, due to various reasons which 
were beyond the control of the company. With the com- 
missioning ofthe new units, which are expected to go into 
full production, better results of the company's working 
may be anticipated. 

(6) The Praga Tools Corporation, Ltd : 

The Government of India have a major share holding 
in the company. The paid-up capital of the company 
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is Rs. 150.54 lakhs and the eompany's reserve and 
surpluses amount te Rs. 2*46 lakhs. The state Gevern- 
ment hold 35% of the share capital of the company. 
The company has incurred a loss of Rs. 4.34 lakhs during 
the year 1961-62. 

The Government of India have purchased 38,981 
equity shares out of the unsubscribed capital earmarked 
for them for Rs. 13,64,335 and have granted a long term 
loan of Rs. 20 laghk bearing interest at 6% per annum. 
These funds are utilised to finance the company's expan- 
sion programme which is progressing and production of 
C. V. A. Drill Chucks and Tools Cutter Grinders (Jones 
and Shipman Type) is expected to commence during the 
first quarter of 1963. The Government of India have 
recently reconstituted the Board of Directors of ihe 
company to make it more compact and business-like. 

D. THE CONCERNS IN WHICH THE GOVERN- 
MENT MAY HAVE A MINOR SHARE-HOLDING, 
BUT HAVE GIVEN SUBSTANTIAL LOAN 

ASSISTANCE 

(1) The Sirpur Paper Mills Ltd: 

The paid-up capital of the Company is Rs.321.62 lakhs 
out of which the State Government hold 15.7%. The 
State Government have already participated in the fresh 
issue of shares to keep^up the present share-holding Accord- 
ing to the agreement for technical and financial colla- 
boration entered into witihf an American Firm the Company 
is receiving technical advice and financial assistance from 
them. The Company has made a net profit of Rs. 37*87 
lakhs during the year 1961-62 as against Rs. 33.33 lakhs 
in the year 1960-61. Government have advanced Rs. 102 
lakhs to this Company in 1953 of which Rs. 50.58 lakhs 
have been repaid. 
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(6) The SirSilkLtd., 

The Company has a paid-up capital of Rs. 302 lakhs 
out of which the State Government hold 19.09%. The 
loan advanced by the State Government still stands at 
Rs. 345 lakhs which has to be paid at Rs. 19 lakhs every 
year, which the Company is unable to pay as it is not 
making sufficient profit. The Company has however 
shown slight improvement over that of the last year and 
have made a nominal profit of Rs. 37,916 during the year 
1961-62. 

(3) The Taj Glass Factory Ltd: 

The Company is under liquidation. The assets of the 
Company have been sold away to a private party as the 
offer made by Government for the purcl^ase was not the 
highest. The liquidation proceedings are expected to be 
completed soon. 

E. GOVERNMENT INVESTMENTS IN COMPANIES 
OUTSIDE THE STATE. 

The erstwhile Government of Hyderabad was following 
a policy of investing their surplus funds in various indus- 
trial undertakings within the State and outside the State 
also. The total face value of the investments of this 
Government in companies inside the State is about Rs. 87 
lakhs. We have investments in companies outside India 
also amounting to Rs. 4.44 lakhs. The Government 
are actively considering whether in the present circums- 
tances tl^ese investments should be retained or whether they 
should be diposed of and the funds thus realised utilised 
for setting up new industries in Public Sector within 
the State. A decision on this is likely to be taken very 
soon. 
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F. NEW MAJOR INDUSTRIES UNDER 
CONSIDERATION 

The State Government, as the hon. Members are 
already aware, has been approaching the Government of 
India from time to time regarding location of some of 
the major Central Projects in our State. As already 
mentioned in my opening remarks, the work connected 
with the establishment of the Synthetic Drugs Project 
in collaboration with the Government of U.S.S.R. is in 
active progress. It is expected that the Synthetic Drugs 
Factory will go into production as scheduled by the end of 
1964. The work on the Heavy Electricals Project site is 
also in progress and it is expected to go into production 
during 1965-66. 

Steel Plant: 

During his recent visit to Hyderabad, the Minister 
for Steel and Heavy Industries indicated that a steel 
plant in the Central Sector is likely to be established at 
Vizag during the Fourth Five- Year Plan with a capacity 
of 2\ milhon tons. Preliminary investigations regarding 
water availability and feasibility of the Project are being 
undertaken. 

Kothagudem Fertilisers Project: 

In April, 1961, the Government of India granted to M/s. 
The Andhra Sugars, Limited, a licence under the Industries 
(Development & Regulation) Act, 1951 for the establish- 
ment of a new industrial undertaking at Kothagudem for 
the manufacture of 16,000 tonness per month of urea. The 
land required for the establishment of the factory is being 
acquired. The company have obtained the approval of 
the Government of India for foreign collaboration. The 
Government are building a dam across the river Kinnera- 
sani for the supply of water to the project and also a 
thermal power station for supply of power. 
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Visakhapatnam Fertiliser Project: 

In March. 1961 the Government of India granted to 
M/s. California Chemical Company and M/s. International 
Minerals and Chemical Corporation, U.S.A. a licence for 
the establishment of a new industrial imdertaking for the 
manufacture of 3,65,000 metric tonness per annum of 
ammonium phosphate of various grades and 16,500 metric 
tons per annum of prilled urea at Visakhapatnam. A com- 
prehensive project report has been delivered to the 
Government of India. Preliminary discussions have been 
held with the Visakhapatnam Port Authorities regarding 
lease of factory site. Negotiations for foreign and 
technical collaboration are going on. 

Pig Iron Plants : 

Apart from the licence granted to the Andhra Pradesh 
Industrial Development Corporation, two other parties 
have been licensed to establish Pig Iron Plants in our State 
with a capacity of one lakh tons each. 

Atomic Power Station : 

Although it appears the Government of India have 
decided to locate the proposed Atomic Power Station in 
Madras State, we have been assured that the site suggested 
by us, i.e., Somasila, near Srisailam, is still udner considera- 
tion of the Government of India for location of another 
Atomic Power Station. 

Cement Factories : 

We are already having 5 cement factories with an 
aggregate installed capacity of 12.33 laJchstons per annum. 
In addition to this, two cement factories licensed for 
Bhongir and Vijayanagaram have yet to come up. During 
the year on the recommendations of the State Government, 
the Government of India have cleared establishment of

cement factories of 2 lakh tons each per annum at Bona- 
kallu (Khammam District,) Tandur (Hyderabad District) 
and Yerraguntla (Cuddapah District). 

Integrated Glass Factory: 

The Government of India have akeady cleared the 
application of the Andhra Pradesh Industrial Development 
Corporation to set up this Project near Hyderabad, The 
application was made by the corporation on the basis of 
the recommendations made by the Hungarian Experts who 
had examined the feasibility of such a project. The 
Andhra Pradesh Industrial Development Corporation is 
likely to apply for an import licence very soon. 

Project for the manufacture of paper from Bagasse at 
Shakarnagar : 

The application from a private party recommended by 
this Government is still under consideration of the 
Government of India as licensing of fresh capacity for 
manufacture of paper is still on the banned list. 

Spinning Mills: 

During the year 18 new spinning mills have been licen- 
sed for establishment in the Districts of Anantapur, Cudda- 
pah, Kumool. Chittoor, Nellore, Krishna, Vizianagaram, 
(Visakhapatnam District), Srikakulam, Adilabad, Nizam- 
abad, Mahaboobnagar and Hyderabad. Some of the 
licensed units are now taking steps to purchase the land 
required for setting up their foctories, for placing orders 
for machinery and equipment, and raising the necessary 
financial resources. Wherever progress has not been 
satisfactory, the State Government are taking steps to move 
the Government of India to revoke such licences so thatthe 
capacity so released may be re-allotted to other applicants 
who are in a position to take effective steps for establishing 
these units 9,s soon as possible. 
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It has been consistently the policy of this Government 
to liberally recommend all applications for grant of licences 
under the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951, to the Government of India. During the year 
licences have been granted by Government of India for 
manufacture of sugar mill machinery, chemicals, struc- 
turals, petroleum, naphtha, glycerene, etc. One of the 
important projects licensed is for manufacture of basic 
chemicals at Hyderabad by M s. Warner Hindustan 
Limited in collaboration with the famous American Firm 
of Warner Lamberts. 

///. Small Scale Industries 

The development of small scale industries forms an 
integral part of the plan for the co-ordinated development 
of large, small and village industries in the country. 
The growth and encouragement of the medium and small 
scale setor is an essential factor in Government's Indus- 
trial policy. Medium and small industries have made a 
significant contribution in the First and Second plans in 
realising the objectives of expanded employment, larger 
production and more equitable distribution. With the 
experience gained in the first two Plans, Government is 
pressing on with the policy of promoting the growth of 
healthy medium and small scale units which can in a large 
measure help in solving the problem of unemployment by 
generating avenues of fresh employment. The develop- 
ment of the sector has also led to the emergence of a new 
class of small enterpreneurs who have a definite place to 
fill in our Socialistic Pattern of Society. Apart from other 
benefits, medium and small scale industries help to spread 
out the advantages of industrial development over larger 
areas of the State than would be possible by the establish- 
ment of one or two large industries here and there. While 
therefore, the large scale sector, no doubt, has its ow;n place, 
the primary emphasis in our industrial policy is on the 
development of the medinm and small scale sectors. Both 
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the Government of India and the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh have^been taking various steps to give an impetus 
and direction to the development of such industries in the 
State. Among the steps being taken by the State Gover- 
ment in this regard are : 

(i) Establishment of training, research and servicing 
centres and pilot production units, 

(ii) affording financial, technical and other facilities 
to private industrialists to enable them to 
establish industries; and 

(iii) establishment of industrial estates to promote 
small industries in the private sector by provid- 
ing enterpreneurs necessary factory accommo- 
dation and other facilities. 

With a view to meeting the shortage of skilled personel 
for various small scale industries, Government have made 
arrangements for setting up several training centres all 
over the State. Among the sanctioned schemes is one for 
imparting training in automobile and radio servicing and 
this has been linked with the establishment of a workshop 
for manufacture of machine tools and components for 
automobile and radio servicing units. Centres have been 
started for imparting training in the use of modem equip- 
ment in carpentry, blacksmithy, iron foundry and manu- 
facture of various consumer products such as leather goods, 
stone-ware and earthenware products, steel trunks, 
scientific glass apparatus, low loss ceramic-ware, chalks 
and crayons, etc. 

A researeh centre for the development of the graphite 
crucible indusry at Rajahmundry and another research 
centre at Vijayawada for the development of cottage and 
small scale industries by evolving improved appliances 
and new processes have been established. 
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The total plan provision of Rs. 350 lakhs originally 
made has been reduced to Rs. 307 lakhs for continuing the 
schemes already started and for the implementation of new 
schemes. A provision of Rs 50.50 lakhs for 1962—63- 
and Rs. 29 lakhs for 1963—64 have been made in the 
Budget. These amounts also include provision for grant 
of loans under the State Aid to Industries Act. 

The Andhra Pradesh Small Scale Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation has started fnnctioning with Rs. 20 
lakhs of share capital. Twenty departmental pilot pro- 
duction units and six raw material servicing centres have 
been transferred to the administrative control of the 
corporation with effect from 1-7-1962. The value of the 
assets of these units to an extent of Rs. 30 lakhs will be 
treated as share capital of the Government and the balance 
' of amount together with unspent plan provision relating 
to these units will be treated as a loan to the Corporation. 

The accoimts of these units are under preparation by 
firms of chartered accountants. 

The establishment of a composite tools room servicing 
workshop at Sanathnagar has recently been sanctioned and 
this would undertake the manufacture of cutting tools and 
dies, jigs, fixtures, etc., which are essential for the produc- 
tion of various engineering goods required for defence and 
civilian purposes. 

(1) Iddustrial Estates : 

Eight industrial estates of the conventional type have 
been established at Sanathnagar, Viskhapatnam, Vijaya- 
wada Warangal, Samalkot, Nandyal, Cuddapah and 
Chandulal Baradari. Construction of 220 factory buildings 
on these estates has been completed, out of which 210 
buildings have already been allotted. Production has 
commenced in 195 buUdings with an investment of Rs. 205 
lakhs by entrepreneurs and these provide employment to 
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2,200. The present production by these units is about 203 
lakhs. These units manufacture many varieties of 
articles such as cycles and accessories, steel furniture 
scientific instruments, radios, tape recorders, air-condi- 
tioners, razor blades, P.V.C. cables, transformers, plastic 
goods, electrical , accessories, builders hardware, storage 
batteries, stainless steel vessels, agricultural implements, 
dynamo lights, automobile springs, etc. 

During the Third Five-Year Plan, it has been pro- 
posed to set-up 10 conventional type of estates, 14 assisted 
private industrial estates, 18 rural industrial estates and 
one co-operative industrial estate besides expanding the 
existing estates at Sanathnagar, Chandulal Baradari, 
Warangal, Vijayawada and Visakhapatnam. The total 
amount proposed to be spent on the above-mentioned 
estates and expansions is Rs. 310 lakhs, out of which an 
amount of Rs. 90 lakhs will be met from the Telangana 
surplus finances. The conventional type of industrial 
estates will be set up at Nizamabad, Karimnagar Mahboob- 
nagar, Nirmal, Kottagudem, Suriapet, Pattancheru, 
Mancherial, Hyderabad and Vikarabad. The work on 
10 assisted private industrial estates and 8 conventional 
type of industrial estates as well as expansions of Sanath- 
nagar Estate, Vijayawada Estate and Warangal Estate is 
already in progress. 

Work would be taken up dnring 1963-— 64 on the 
remaining 4 assisted private industrial estates and 2 con- 
ventional type of estates at Vikarabad and Hyderabad and 
on two rural industrial estates. 

A provision of Rs. 47.6 lakhs has been made in 
the Budget Estimate for 1963—64. This amount includes 
a sum of Rs. 22.5 lakhs from Telangana surplus finances. 

(2) Andhra Pradesh Small Scale Industrial Development 
Corporation, Limited : 

The Andhra Pradesh Small Scale Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation, Ltd,, has been set up by the Govern- 
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ment with an authorised capital of Rs. 50 lakhs with a 
view to intensifying and accelerating the development of 
small scale industries in the State. The Government 
initially placed at the disposal of the Corporation an 
amount of Rs. 20 lakhs as share capital. They have also 
since placed under the management of the Corporation 
six raw material depots and 21 small scale production 
centres which were being run by the Department of Indus- 
tries and Commerce on commercial lines. 

The Government have decided that out of the value of 
the assets of the units transferred to the Corporation of 
an amount of Rs. 30 glakhs will be treated as additional 
contribution of Government to the share capital of the 
Corporation and the balance of the value of the assets 
will be treated as an interest-bearing loan repayable in a 
period of 4 years. 

At the instance of the Telangana Rigional Committee, 
the Corporation has also received a sum of Rs. 35 lakhs 
as loan for assisting small scale industries in Telangana 
region by granting loans for purchase of ihachinery and 
equipment and by participation in the financial structure 
of small scale units. 

The Corporation has so far sanctioned loans to a value 
of Rs. 23,81,500 which includes an amount of Rs 13,05,000 
sanctioned to units which are proposed to be established 
on the co-operative industrial estate at Sanathnagar. Thfc 
Corporation has also decided to participate in the capital 
structure of 4 industrial concerns to an extent of 
Rs. 4,77,131. Thus, the total amount sanctioned by the 
Corporation so far works out to Rs.28,5g,63r. In 
addition, the Corporation is undertaking the procurement 
and distribution of iron and steel and non-ferrous materials 
to small scale units through the raw materiel servicing 
centres. So far, about Rs, 9 lakhs worth of raw materials 
have been supjjlied to small scale units throughpjit the 
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State. The Corporation is also taking active steps to 
run the small scale production units placed under its 
management on sound commercial lines. 

(^) The Rural Industrialsation : 

A notable contribution to the development of small 
scale industries is the creation of the rural industrialsation 
projec/s. 

With a view to achieve integrated development in rural 
areas and allow the benefits of planning to reach the doors 
of the rural folk, the Government of India have initiated a 
scheme of rural industrialisation on intensive scale with 
the following main objectives ;~ 

(1) To promote intensive and integrated development 
of all kinds of small industries, including processing 
industries based on agriculture, as part of an all-round 
and well co-ordinated plan of area of regioqjal develop- 
ment covering agriculture, irrigatioji, power, transport 
and communications, industries, social services, etc: and 

(2) To evolve eJQfective techniques, methods and 
progranmies for development of different kinds of 
small industries in rural areas which could be extended 
progressively to other areas as a solution to the rural 
employment problem, in keeping with conditions in 
different States. 

Under this scheme,3 development proiects have been 
sanctioned in Andhra Pradesh in the Districts of Guntur, 
Anantapur and Nalagonda. These projects comprise of a 
population ranging from 3 to 5 lakhs and consist of 5 to 7 
blocks. The Government of Indi a has also provided a 
total grant of Rs. 20 lakhs for each project over and above 
the State Plan ceiling. 

A detailed survey of the potentialities, resources and 
local entrepreneurs is being undertaken for these projects 
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with a view to make a realistic programme for the develop- 
ment of village and small scale industries in these projects- 

A special feature of these projects is to have an inte- 
grated development of village and small scale industries by 
associating suitable non-officials interested in constructive 
programmes. 

Government have also constituted a High power 
State Level Advisory Committee and 3 Project Imple- 
mentation Committees in the 3 Project areas^ 

IV. KHADI AND VILLAGE INDUSTRIES 
(\) Andhra Pradesh Khadi and VilJiage Industries Board: 

The policy of the State Government has always been to 
encourage the growth of cottage and village industries so as 
to enable them to provide incresed opportunities for 
employment to the unemployed in the State, 

Andhra Pradesh Khadi and Village Industries Board is 
a statutory body with a prominent non-official as its 
Chairman. It has been giving financial assistance in the 
shape of loans and grants for developing ISindustries which 
come under its purview as per the pattern of financial 
assistance approved by the Khadi Commission. 

The Schematic Budget for the Board for 1963-64 as 
agreed to by the Khadi Commission is for Rs. 2,26,44,420 
including the Khadi silk and woolen trading operations 
recently undertaken by the Board. The State Govern- 
ment is only sanctioning funds towards establishment 
charges of the Board. 

The Board has so far disbursed a sum of Rs. 97,37,275 
loan and grant ofRs. 47,08,340 to about 800 institutions 
under Various industries. 
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The installation of the two one-ton palm sugar plan tj 
sanctioned by the Government under palmgur industry 
is in progress st Repalli and Nuzvid. 

As thp Board does not have any kind of administrative 
or technical machinery of its own in the districts to im- 
plement the various schemes sanctioned by it, the proposal 
of the Board to channalise its financial assistance to the 
industrial co-operative through the Panchayat Samithis 
is under active consideration of the Government. 

(2) Development of Leather Industry : 

Andhra Pradesh offers bright prospects for the deve- 
lopment of the tanning and leather industry. It is rich in 
resources such as raw hides and skins,tan stuffs and tanning 
reagents. The Government are accordingly taking special 
steps to see that this basic industry is developed on sound 
and scientific lines. A High Power Committee had been 
appointed to examine the present conditions prevailing in 
the industry and to make recommendations for its future 
development. That Committee submitted a Master Plan 
which has been accepted as the blueprint for the promotion 
of the tanning and leather industry in. the State. In order 
to implement the recommendations contained in the plan 
it was originally proposed to constitute a statutory Leather 
Board. Certain constitutional and legal diflOiculties, 
however, have held up the establishment of a statutory 
Board. To meet this AiOLcyxXty 2ia Ad hoc Leather Board 
was first constituted which has been since replaced by an 
Advisory Leather Board with larger representation and 
with wider powers for devising policies and programmes 
foir the development of the industry throughoiiit the State. 
During the short period of four months since its inception 
the Advisory Leather Board has drawn up a regular pro- 
gfanime of work. Under this programme, at the outset 
model taimeries . will be set up at important centreis, such 
as Gvntakal, Warangal and Eluru, l?esides the rc-organisa- 
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tion of the footwear centres at Hyderabad, Vijayawada 
and Eluru. Among the new schemes which have been 
recommended by the Board for implementation are in- 
cluded the setting up of Marketing Depots in 1 1 important 
centres in the State, where there are good prospects for 
procurement of raw mtaerials and sale of finished goods. 

A major step taken by the Government is to acquire 
the Hyderabad Tanneries Limited which had gone into 
liquidation. This tannery is situated at a distance of about 
six miles from Hyderabdad, covering an area of 40 acres of 
land with necessary buildings, machinery, etc. Govern- 
ment propose to develop this tannery for production of 
finished leathers on commercial lines as well as for conduct 
ing research and training,under a separate scheme sanction- 
ed by the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
Government of India, 

For the year 1963-64, a provision of Rs. 11-4 lakhs 
has been made for further expansion of leather units and, 
also for starting of other new units in different parts of the 
State as laid dovra in the Master Plan. 

V. COIR INDUSTRY 

Five schemes under non-plan and one under plan are 
working in the manufacture of coir goods, at Amalapuram, 
Tallarevu, Antharvedi, Komaragiripatnam, Mogalthuru 
and Baruva. Buildings are being constructed for two more 
new schemes in Srikakulam and West Godavari Districts. 
A school to train 9 artisans per year is at Baruva. So far 
414 artisans have been traind in the centres and school. 
Products, worth Rs. 0*49 lakhs have been produced during 
1962-63 up to end of January 1963, out of which the goods 
worth Rs. 0<28 lakhs have been sold- A provision of 
Rs. 75,700 is made under non-plan for 1963-64 and Rs. 1 
lakh under plan. The total plan provision is Rs. 7 
lakhs for ooit i;;dus,try. , . 
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VI. HANDICRAFTS 

Handicrfts enjoy a pre-eminence in Andhra Pradesh. 
Handicraft articles have also become precious articles of 
export. During the year under review the value of export 
of handicrafts articles is estimated at about Rs. 50 lakhs 
out of which handmade crochet laces account for Rs. 34 
lakhs. About 12,000 artisans are engaged in the manu- 
facture of these goods. The development schemes are 
drawn up in conformity with the pattern laid down by All- 
India Handicrafts Board. 22 Schemes are implemented 
so far and 3 new schemes will be implemented during 
1963-64. Handicrafts Design and Research Centre is 
engaged in finding modern uses for traditional shapes and 
designs. A provision of Rs. 3*42 lakhs has been made for 
these scheme in 1963-64 under plan, which includes loans 
to co-operatives engaged in handicrafts grants towards 
managerial assistance and supply of equipment. Almost 
all the crafts are organised on Co-operative basis and 
training and other common facility services are provided. 
The marketing aspect was tackled through the seven sales 
emporia at Hyderabad, Waiangal, Vijayawada, Rajah- 
mundry Visakhapatnam, Anantapur and Tirupathi. The 
value of goods purchased and sold are about Rs. 11 lakhs 
and Rs. 12 lakhs respectively during the current year. 
Other steps in the direction of quality control, technical 
improvement, revival of traditional designs, etc., as a step 
in aid of expanding the markets for handicrafts in general 
and exports in particular were initiated during the closing 
part of the Second Plan. 

VII Sericulture 

The accent during the year under report has been on 
tassar silk wherein production is substantially on the 
increase and a large number of tribals are finding empby- 
ment in tassar silk industry. During the period of Second 
Five-Year Plan 4 tassar seed stations were opened a^ 
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Chinnur, Mahadevapuram, Venkatapuram and Venkatapur 
to prepare and supply disease-free seeds to the rearers, to 
provide technical help for rearing and marketing facilities 
About 1,200 familes were engaged in the industry by the 
end of Second Plan period producing about 5,000 lbs. of 
tassar silk worth Rs. 1.75 lakhs. It is proposed to open 
another tassar seed station at Kosigi, Mahaboobnagar 
District and to give training to the traditional rearers and 
weavers in improved rearing for production of better yarn 
There are two eri silk experimental farms at Shadnagar 
and Peopally. A propaganda station has been opened at 
Devarkonda to have an intensive drive for eri silk worm 
rearing among caster-growers, The acreage under 
mulberry cultivation has increased to 400 acres. About 
4,000 lbs. of silk costing about Rs. 1.50 lakhs is being 
produced. A provision of Rs. 4.02 lakhs under non-plan 
and Rs. 2.25 lakhs under plan has been made for 
1963-64. 

VIII Ameloration of UriQmployement 

During the year 1960-61 and 1961-62 loans and grants 
to an extent of Rs. 5.60 lakhs have been disbursed to 
about 122 cooperatives and individuals to improve employ- 
ment potentiality in the existing small scale and cottage 
industries and to start new industries also. The additional 
employment potentiality as a result of this help is about 
1,348 persons. An amount of Rs. 150 lakhs was given as 
grant to Andhra Pradesh Wakf Board during 1961-62 
which could provide additional employment to about 
480 persons by making the unemployed employed. The 
Wakf Board is providing training facilities in the foUow- 
ng trades : — 

1. Masonry, 2. Carpentry, 3, Wiremen, 4. Plum- 
bing, 5. Cane work, 6. Motor mechanics. 7. Cement 
tiles, 8. Lower Grade Engineering, 9. Technical training 
A provision of Rs. 10 lakhs has been made under grants 
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loans, establishment charges, etc., during 1963-64. A sum 
of Rs. 2.5 lakhs has been earmarked for schemes designed 
to provide employment to goldsmiths in the twin cities. 

W Industrial Co-operatives 

Hitherto, as a policy, one industrial co-operative 
society for each trade in a block, was being 
organised with the object of promoting large sized 
economic units instead of the village level uneconomic 
units. For various reasons this has not proved successful. 
The concensus of opinion of the several agencies interested 
in the promotion and development of industrial co-opera- 
tives has also been for more than one co-operative for each 
trade at block level. In consideration thereto Govern- 
ment have also permitted the registration of more than 
one society for the same trade in a block provided there is 
scope for such promotion of viable units. The policy 
now would be to promote units of Industrial Co-operatives 
under each trade with reference to the men, material and 
resources available and other allied factors contributing 
towards the viability of the unite. 

1,629 industrial co-operatives have been registered up 
to thfc end of June, 1962 with a membership of 59,000 
additional share capital of Rs. 21 lakhs out of which about 
1,100 societies are under the purview of Khadi Commis- 
sion. The Department is trying to stabilize the existing 
societies and registering only such units which are econo- 
mically viable. A co-operative industrial estate on an 
area of 30 acres with 25 units is under registration. NeceS- 
■^sary financial assistance is also being extended to the 
Co-operative ludustrial Estate atSanathnagar. 

Co-operative Spinning Mills 

One of the outstanding achievements of the applica- 
tion of the principles of co-operation to the handloom 
sector has been the establishment of spinning mills Ow 
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co-operative basis. We have at present three co-operative 
spinning mills in the State. Of these Andhra Co-operative 
Spinning Mills, Guntakal has been in production since 
1954. The Netha Co-operative Spinning Mills, Hydera- 
bad has gone into 'production in July, 1961. Chirala Co- 
operative Spinning Mills has also gone into production in 
February, 1963 

The Andhra Co-operative Spinning Mills, Guntakal 
has a spindleage of 19,928 at present, and on completion 
of the expansion programmes now under way its spindleage 
will go up to 24,000. Government have invested Rs. 8.5 
lakhs in the share capital of the mills. Government have 
guaranteed the loan of Rs. 10 lakhs applied by the mills 
from the State Bank of India and also re-lent a loan of 
Rs. 10 lakhs obtained from Government of India. 
Proposals for investment of a further sum of Rs 2.35 
lakhs towards State participation this year are under 
consideration of Government. 

Netha Co-operative Spinning Mills has about 12.000 
spindles, and out of the total share capital of Rs. 20,01,000 
Government have subscribed Rs 12.3 lakhs. The Govern- 
ment have also guaranteed the loan of Rs. 1,0 lakhs taken 
by this mills from State Financial Corporation. The State 
Government had given very recently guarantee for a 
further sum of Rs. 3 lakhs clean cash credit loan required 
from State Bank of Hyderabad for immediate requirements 
of the mills. 

Chirala Co-operative Spinning Mills will have a spind- 
leage of 12,000 and it has been programmed to produce 
fine count yarn. Out of the total share capital of Rs. 26 
lakhs, Government have contributed so far Rs. 9.54 lakhs. 
The Government have' also guaranteed a loan of Rs. 10 
lakhs taken by this mills from the Andhra Pradesh 
State Financial Corporation. A farther guarantee of 
Rs. 5 lakhs for a loan from Andhra Pradesh State 
Financial Corporation has also been recently given. In 
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order to provide electricity to this mills a sum of 
Rs. 1,66,800 has been advanced to the Andhra Pradesh 
State Electricity Board. 

For the year 1962-63, a provision of Rs. 5 lakh has 
been made for investment in co-operative spinning mills 
When the mills go into full production they will be supply- 
ing a substantial portion of yarn requirements of the 
primary weavers cooperative societies. Encouraged by the 
success of these schemes, several proposals have been re- 
ceived for the setting up of a similar co-operative spinning 
mill in the State. Government have agreed in principle 
for setting up six more co-operative spinning mills in the 
remaining years of the Third Plan in East Godavari 
District, Nellore District, Krishna District, Chittoor 
District, Kurnool District and Adilabad District. The 
Government of India have also been addressed for allot- 
ment of the quota of 72,000 spindles required for these six 
new units proposed to be established in the State during 
the Third Plan period. Though the provision made for 
the year 1963-64 for investment in Spinning Millls is only 
Rs. 2.49 lakhs, Government are confident that they will be 
able to tap suflficient funds from the All-India Handloom 
Board and other sources to meet the financial requirements 
of the proposed mills. 

CO-OPERATIVE SUGAR FACTORYIES 

Under the Second Five- Year Plan five co-operative 
sugar factories are being established as spill-over schemes 
at Amadalavalasa, Chodavaram, Palakol, Chittoor and 
Nizamabadat an estimated cost of Rs. 145 lakhs for 
each factory as under : —

The crushing capacity of each co-operative sugar 
factory will be of 1,000 tons per day. 

According to the agreed pattern of State Government 
contribution by v/ay of share capital structure in these 
factories, the Government have already contributed 
Rs. 25 lakhs in each of the fbur factories at Amdala- 
valasa, Chodavaram, Chittoor and Palakol, and Rs. 20 
lakhs in Nizamabad. The proposal to invest Rs. 5 lakhs 
more as share capital in the Nizamabad Co-operative 
Sugar Factory is under consideration. 

These amounts are recovered from the National Co- 
operative Development and Warehousing Board, New 
Delhi as matching contribution loan. 

The factories at Chodavaram, Palakol, Chittoor and 
Amadalavalasa have gone into production recently. Erec- 
tion work in Nizamabad Co-operative Sugar factory is 
under progress. Due to lack of cane supply the factories 
are not able to crush 1,000 tons a day as proposed. 

It may be mentioned that the Government have assis- 
ted these factories by given the following facilities:- 

1. Stood guarantee on 50 : 50 basis jointly with the 
Central Government for the main and additional loans 
totalling Rs. 90 lakhs to each of the five co-operative 
sugar factories from the Industrial Finance Corporation, 
New Delhi. 

2. Stood guarantee for the loan of Rs. 20 lakhs to 
each of the five co-operative sugar factories from the Life 
Insurance Corporation, 

3. Stood guarantee for the medium term loan of 
Rs. 25 lakhs sanctioned to the Andhra State Co-operative 
Bank; Vijayawada by the Reserve Bank of India for 
advancing loans to the cyltivators for purchase of shares 
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in the co-operative sugar factories in Andhra area and 
for Rs. 5 lakhs to the Hyderabad Co-operative Apex 
Bank, Ltd. Hyderabad for similar purpose in respect of 
Nizamabad Co-operative Sugar Factory, Ltd. 

(4) Stood guarantee in respect of the working capital 
loan of Rs. 94 lakhs sanctioned by the State Bank of 
India to these co-operative sugar factories. 

Recently Government have also approved the propo- 
sal to start a co-operative sugar factory at Zaheerabad and 
the Government of India have been requested to issue a 
licence under the Industries ^Development and Regula- 
tions) Act, 1951. 

In order to give technical and other guidance to the 
co-operative sugar factories and for their mutual benefit 
a Federation of Co-operative Sugar Factories called "Thb 

ANDHRA FEDRATION of Co~OPRATIVE SUGAR FACTORIES" 

has been registered recently at Anakapalli. It will com- 
mence its work shortly. 

With a view to give technical guidance to the five 
co-operative sugar factories started under the Second Five 
Year Plan, Government have recently appointed a Senior 
Tephnical OflB.cer with wide experience in Sugar Tech- 
nology as Technical Officer for Co-operative Sugar 
Factories. 

XII. CONTROLLED COMMODITIES 

(1) Iron and Steel. 

The supply position of iron and steel is satisfactory 
except in regard to sheets and wire. As regards the 
inadequate allotment of sheets and wire. Government have 
been pressing the Government of India to increase the 
State quota. The Government of India have expressed 
their inability to accede to this request. In keeping with the 
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pattern of distribution for the whole of India, no allotment 
of sheets at all has been made to this State for the first 
half-year of 1962-63 as there is a heavy accumulation of 
orders with producers which would make any fresh allot- 
ment a mere paper allotment. 

(2) Coal and Coke: 

In 1961, 2,040 wagons per month were allotted to 
this State. It was proposed to reduce this quantity to 
1,147 wagons from 1-5-1962. But on the'strong represen- 
tations made to the Government of India this allotment 
was increased to 1,800 wagons in the first instance and 
thereafter to 2,030 wagons. This allotment is not adequate 
to meet all the demands in full as the existing industries 
are being expended and new ones are being set up. With 
this allotment it is possible to meet only a substantial 
portion of the demands. 

At the instance of the Government of India and to 
facilitate equitable and continuous supply of coal, coal 
dnmps are being set up at Central places in this State* 
From these places consumers will have to transport coal 
by road. 

(3) Cement. 

The supply position of cement has been unsatisfactory 
from the beginning of 1960. Government of India have 
been continuously alloting 69,900 tons per quarter to this 
State whereas the demand of the State is 2 lakh tons. This 
State has been continuously pressing the Government of 
India to increase the State quota. But unfortunately, due 
to the emergency the Government of India have reduced 
the State quota by 25% from the first quarter of 1963 i. e. 
52,425 tons per quarter as against 69,900 tons. The sup- 
ply positipn has become very unsatisfactory. The Andhra 
Pradesh Cement Control Order, 1962, has been 
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issued to regulate distribution of cement by permit system 
througliout the State. 

During my recent visit to Delhi, I had the oppor- 
tunity of discussing with the Union Minister for Steel and 
Heavy Industries about the problem created by the acute 
shortage of cement in our State. He has very kindly ag- 
reed to consider our request for increase in the cement 
allocation for the State for the next quarter favourably. In 
the meantime, it is understood that an additional allocat- 
ion of 5,000 to 6,000 tons of cement, on purely ad hoc 
basis is likely to be sanctioned very soon for this State by 
the Government of India. 

XIIL ANDHRA PRADESH STATE FINANCIAL 
• CORPORATION 

The Andhra Pradesh State Financial Corporation has 
heen established in 1956 under the State Financial Corpo- 
ration Act, 1951' Its paid-up share capital is Rs. 1.50 
crores. Out of this the State Government's investment in 
the Corporation is Rs. 70 lakhs comprising of 70,000 sha- 
res of Rs. 100 each. 

During the year 1961-62 the Corporation was given a 
subvention of Rs. 2.05 lakhs so as to enable it to pay the 
guaranteed dividend of 3^% on the share capital. The 
Corporation considers that till its advances are of the 
order of Rs, 3 crores approximately, it will have to depend 
on subventions from the State Government to certain 
extent to meet the obligations to the share-holders for 
payment of the guaranteed dividend at 3^%, The balance 
out-standing as on 31-3-1962 is Rs. 1,25,35,669 as against 
Rs. 81,87,580 for the year ending 31-3-1961. The Corpo- 
ration has earned a net profit of Rs. 6,36.078 during 
1961-62. 

During the current year the Corporation has under- 
taken a drive to increase the volume of their business tran 
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saction and it is expected that the subvention required 
from the Government vv^ould be considerably reduced. 

The State Financial Corporation has been giving great 
importance to the sanction of loan to industrial units 
located in the Industrial Estates. 

XIV. ANDHRA PRADESH MINING CORPORATION. 

The Andhra Pradesh Mining Corporation has been 
set up as a wholly State-owned undertaking for the sys- 
tematic prospecting and exploitation of various minerals 
in the State and also far the promotion of mineral -based 
industries in collaboration with the private sector wherever 
possible. 

The Corporation started regular functioning about 18 
months ago. It is at present engaged in the exploitation 
of iron are in Krishna and Kumool Districts, barytes in 
Khammam District and high grade limestone in Kurnool 
District. Iron ore exploited in the Krishna District is 
being exported through the State trading Corporation of 
India. A quantity of 2.2 lakh tons has been raised at 
the end of February 1963 and over one lakh tons valued 
at Rs. 60 lakhs exported from Kakinada and Masuli- 
patnam ports. The iron ore in Kurnool District will aslo 
be exported through the State Trading Corporation of 
India. The barytes at Khammam will be supplied to the 
Barium Chemicals Limited, Kothagudem, high grade 
limestone vnM be snpplied as raw material in the initial 
stages to State undertakings^ and other industrial users 
pending finalisation of arrangements to set up a modern 
lime kiln. It has also schemes for explpitation of the iron 
ore deposits, quarts, manganese, marble, clay, limestone 
and other minerals and for the prospecting and detailed 
investigations of valuable minerals like asbestos, copper 
and graphite. 
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On the processing side, the Corporation has been 
sanctioned an industrial licence for a cement unit in 
Khammam District with a capacity of 2 lakh tons per 
annum and is considering schemes for setting up of lime 
calcination plant, clay washing plant, marble processing 
plant, graphite crucible plant, mica insulating bricks plant 
and other medium scale industries based on resources of 
the State. 

The authorised capital of the Corporation is Rs. 50 
lakhs. The State Government has so far subscribed Rs. 40 
laklis. The turnover on the minerals produced by the 
Corporation during the year 1962-63 will be about Rs. 70 
lakhs and during the year 1963-64 it is expected to be 
about Rs. 1 crore, and this is likely to increase in the 
succeeding years as the operations of the Corporation 
expand. 

XV. PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 

It has been proposed to construct a suitable building at 
yerragadda on a site of about 18.15 acres, for locating a 
modern press required for our State and to accommodate 
all the Government Presses, which are now scattered over 
the twin cities. Plans and estimates for the construction 
of the building have been prepared and the cost of the 
entire building consisting of press, stationery, stores and 
adminstration blocks has been estimated to be Rs. 40.40 
lakhs. Since the entire amount may nbt be made available 
in the Third Plan particularly in view of the present emer- 
gency, it has been proposed to take up construction of the 
press, and the administrative blocks at a cost of about 
Rs. 25 lakhs and defer the construction of the stationery 
and stores wing for the Fourth Plan. 

It has also been proposed to construct some residen- 
tial quarters for the Government Press employees depend- 
ing on the availability of funds for these purpose. A 
suitable site has been selected at Yerragadda just in front 
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of the site earmarked for the press building, Labour- 
Management relations in tlie press are cordial. The 
detailed >?vorking and expansion of the press is under 
study. 

XVI OTHER ACTIVITIES OF THE DEPARTMENT 

Apar t from the subjects which I have dealt with, the 
subjects of handlooms, mineral development and weights 
and measures also form part of the industries sector 
though the demand for grants relating to these subjects 
would be moved separately, I shall therefore give a brief 
account of the work of the concerned departments under 
me so as to give a comprehensive picture of the develop- 
ment in the industrial sector. 

Handloom Industry. 

The handloom industry is the major cottage industry 
next in importance to agriculture in the State and is having 
a loomage of 4.51 lakhs so far 2.58 lakhs looms have been 
brougiht within the arbit of 824 weavers co-operative 
societies. They produce several varieties of fabrics ranging 
from carpets and furnishing fabrics to superfine dhoties 
andsarees. There is marked specialisation in some 
centres. 

The main features of these schemes are bringing out- 
side weavers into the co-operative fold, introduction of 
technical improvements: payment of rebate to consumers 
on sales of handloom cloth to stimulate sales and thus 
encourage production, construction of housing colonies 
for weavers, State participation in the share capital of 
Spining Mills and Apex Societies and development of 
Wool and Silk Industries on co-operative lines. 

During the year 1962-63 applications to the extent of 
Rs. 145.31 lakhs have been recommended by the Registrar 
to the Reserve Bank of Indik and the Reserve Bank has 
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sanctioned credit limits so far to an extent of Rs. 132.71 
lakhs. The scheme for the intensive execution of the 
Reserve Bank scheme of finance of a pilot basis is under 
implementation in the East Godavari District. 

A working capital loan of Rs. 1 lakh has been sanct- 
ioned to the Wool Apex Co-operative Society and Rs 1 
lakh to the Primary Wool Weavers Co-operative Societies. 
Sanction has been accorded for setting up a wool finishing 
plant at an estimated cost of Rs- 3,05,119 and an amount 
of Rs. 50,000 is proposed to be spent on this scheme dur- 
ing the current year from the provision under Handloom 
Development Scheme. 

A provision of Rs. 45 lakhs has been made in the 
State's Annual Plan for 1963-64 for the development of 
Handloom Industry. As a reduced outlay has been provi- 
ded, monthly continuation schemes only will be taken up 
for implementation. 

With a view to ensure adequate supply of yarn to 
Welvers Societies, recently the Taxtile Commissioner has 
introduced scheme for the supply of yarn to the weavers 
in the co-operative field by linking the Apex Societies with 
the supplying mills. Under the scheme the Andhra Hand- 
loom Weavers Co-operative Society, Hyderabad and Hand 
loom Weavers Central Co-operative Association have been 
given monthly allotment of 1,235 and 1,207 bales 'each 
respectively. The scheme has been in operation for the last 
4 months. The Taxtile Commissioner has been requested 
to allot 2,000 bales of yarn per month through the South 
India Mill Owners' Association, for supply to weavers out- 
side the Co-operative fold. 

It is a well known fact that the Weavers Societies in 
the State depend upon joint stock mills of other States for 
monthly yarn supply. To mitigate this dependeiice as 
already indicated three spining mills on co-pperative basis 
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have been brought into existence and 6 more spining mills 
on co-operative basis are proposed to be set up. 

Weights and Measures Department: 

Altogether 61 sub-oflBce have been established throu- 
ghout Andhra Pradesh. Six Stamping Centres, one at 
Head office and the remaining five in the Districts of 
Warangal, Kurnool, Vijayawada, Guntur and Visakhapat- 
iiam have been functioning under Senior Inspectors The 
use of metric weights has become compulsory from 
1-4-1962 in the entire State. 

The new system was successfully introduced in most 
of the Government Departments, regulated markets, 
Industrial establishments, factories and wholesale trades. 
Many of the retailers have also switched over to the new 
system. At present all purchases and sales at Government 
level are done on the basis of metric units only. 

Mineral Development'- 

A sum of Rs. 11 lakhs was set apart for 'Mineral Deve- 
lopment' in the State's Third Five-Year Plan. Four 
Schemes were taken up in the first year of the Third Five 
Year Plan, viz., (1) Mineral Surveys, (2) Mineral Explora- 
tion, (3) Establishment of Kurnool Regional Office and(4> 
Establishment of Andhra Pradesh Mining Corporation. 
All the four schemes are being successfully implemented 
through the first two years of the Plan as continuing sche- 
mes. In the fiist two years of the Plan period this Depart 
ment has taken on hand mineral surveys comprised of 
detailed mapping of certain isolated ore bodies in the 
Pakhal Iron ore belt reserved for Public Sector in Kham- 
mam District, to determine the feasibility of establishment 
of pig iron plants in Public and Private Sectors. In order 
to provide raw material resources for the plants coining 
up during the Plan period, this Department has also taken 
up detailed mapping in the Southern part of Pakhal belt 
of dolomitic limestone useful as flux in steel industry. 
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Much progress has since been achieved on both the investi- 
gations above. Detailed surveys are in progress with a 
view to ascertain gradewise reserves of dolomitic limis- 
tone in Yellandu taluk, Khammam district. An intensive 
survey including geo-chemical prospecting for chromite 
is presently being carried out in Madhira taluk, Khammam 
to be extended to Kondapalli area, Krishna district in the 
ensuing year, since this mineral is of vital importance in 
the metallurgy of steel. In addition, the plotting of mica 
pegmatites in the mica belt of Nellore district is also keep- 
ing up pace with other investigations. This Department 
is also planning to undertake detailed prospecting of china 
clay deposits in promising areas of Nellore, Cuddapah 
and Adilabad districts to provide additional resources for 
the rapidly growing ceramic industry in the State. 

The Department has indented for a diamond core drill 
under 'Mineral Exploration' programme and it is proposed 
to take up drilling for copper and gold in the more pro- 
mising areas of this State in the ensuing year 1963-64. 

A Regional Office of the State Department of Mines 
and Geology has started functioning atKurnool from 
February 1962 to be of assistance in the further develop- 
ment of mineral industry in Rayalaseema region- The Offl 
cer-in-Charge of this Regioti will take up investigations 
and assessments of mineral development in that region and 
will also conduct on-the-spot enquiries to speed up dispo- 
sal of applications for mineral concessions. On the sucqess- 
ful performance of the Regional Office at Kumool, it is 
proposed to establish more such offices in other regions 
of the State to provide a fillip to the mineral industry in 
the State. 

XVII. CONCLUSION 

From the provisions made in the Budget it would be 
seen that out of the revised total Third Plan provision of 
Rs. 1,893 lakhs, for the year 1963-64 we have proposed an 
outlay of Rs. 282.20 lakhs for the entire industries sector 
as follows.

As I had indicated in the opening remarks, this pro- 
vision is admittedly inadequate to achieve fully the much 
desired rapid development of industries in, our State. But 
I am sure you will agree with me that it can. hardly be 
helped because of the present conditions in the country 
and we have to manage as best as we can within the limi- 
ted resources at our disposal. 

In conclusion, I should only like to add that in spite 
of the limitations imposed by the meagreness of funds at 
the disposal of this Department, we are determined to 
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make every eJEfort to accelerate the pace of industrialisation' 
in our State, The Government has constantly been repre- 
senting to the Central Government for location of larger 
number of Central projects here and we have been assured 
that the regional imbalance existing beeween different 
States at present in respect of location of Central Projects 
will be removed very soon. Honourable Members may, 
therefore, look forward to the establishment of many 
more Central Projects in our State in future. It should, 
however, not be forgotten that the real progress and pros- 
perity of the people would depend more on the deve- 
lopment of medium and small scale industries than on 
major industries. Government have, therefore, decided to 
take every possible step to foster and encourage growth 
of medium and small scale industries in the State in par- 
ticular.
